Lewishurh, Ky., Aag. 12.— During 
many years, at various times, there has 
been "talk" of valuable minerals being 
the bills, among wbiob tbia 



mounds, springs and oroet-roadi herea- 
bouts, were found to eontain gold. 
Later, unmistakable evidences of lead 
ore were found inabundanoe. Tbrongh 
the 1<K) yearB since the country waa set- 
tled, many stories have been told of
